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Foreword 


Like  the  Bibliography  of  Pennsylvania  History,  published  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Historical  and  Museum  Commission  in  1957,  the  present 
guide  to  manuscript  depositories  is  expected  to  be  especially  useful  to 
students  of  Pennsylvania  history,  both  State  and  local;  however,  manu- 
scripts relating  to  American  history  more  generally  are  also  included. 
In  contrast  to  Philip  M.  Hamer’s  more  inclusive  Guide  to  the  Archives 
and  Manuscripts  in  the  United  States  (New  Haven:  Yale  University 
Press,  1961) , the  present  work  is  limited  not  only  to  Pennsylvania 
institutions  but  also  to  manuscripts  relating  to  American  history. 
Public  records  (municipal,  county,  or  State)  are  not  included,  nor 
are  an  organization’s  own  institutional  records. 

Ranging  less  widely,  the  present  survey  in  a sense  covers  more 
ground:  Working  in  a smaller  geographical  area,  the  compiler  himself 
has  been  able  to  visit  almost  all  the  institutions  reported,  rather  than 
having  to  depend  upon  mailed  questionnaires,  and  so  has  been  able  to 
include  more  depositories  than  otherwise  would  have  been  possible. 
Despite  the  narrower  definition  of  field,  the  present  work’s  105  entries 
include  twenty-seven  that  do  not  appear  in  the  Pennsylvania  section  of 
the  larger  United  States  Guide. 

All  entries  in  the  present  work  are  based  on  visits  to  the  respective 
institutions  or,  in  a few  instances,  on  detailed  correspondence  with 
them;  and  the  entries  were  subsequently  submitted  to  these  institutions 
for  possible  correction  and  final  approval.  If,  despite  this  care,  any 
significant  manuscript  holdings  have  been  missed,  the  Pennsylvania 
Historical  and  Museum  Commission  would  be  grateful  for  information 
to  be  included  in  a later  edition. 

For  the  completion  of  his  work,  the  compiler  is  especially  indebted 
to  the  staffs  of  all  the  institutions  herein  listed.  Thanks  are  due  the 
members  of  the  Historical  and  Museum  Commission  and  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive Director,  Dr.  S.  K.  Stevens,  who  authorized  the  survey  and 
approved  the  publication.  Mr.  Donald  H.  Kent,  Director  of  the  Bureau 
of  Research,  Publications,  and  Records,  and  Mr.  William  A.  Hunter, 
Chief  of  the  Division  of  Research  and  Publications,  provided  editorial 
direction;  Mr.  Harold  L.  Meyers,  Associate  Historian,  oversaw  the  ar- 
rangements for  printing;  and  Miss  Dorothy  Bruszo,  Miss  Patricia 
Lesko,  Miss  Carol  Thomas,  and  Mrs.  Elsa  B.  Hughes  did  the  indis- 
pensable work  of  typing  the  various  revisions  of  the  manuscript.

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Higgins,  which  are  concerned  with  the  Portage  Iron  Works  at  Dun- 
cansville,  which  he  managed— most  of  the  letters  discuss  the  problems 
of  iron  making  and  nail  manufacturing— and  ca.  1,000  items  relating 
to  the  Mexican  and  Civil  War  careers  of  Col.  Jacob  Higgins;  and 
others.

missionaries  in  Alaska  and  other  areas  in  North  America  and  the
